Introduction 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics instituted in 1948 
a program of surveys in which occupations cornrnon to a 
variety of manufacturing and nonmanufacturing^ industries 
are studied on a communitywide basis. The 
studies were limited to office workers but were expanded 
by 1951 to include professional and technical, maintenance 
and powerplant, and custodial and material movernent oc- 
cupations for 11 areas. By 1952, the coinmuni^ wage 
program included surveys in 40 areas, reached 61 areas 
by I960, and since 1961 has included 82 areas. In addi- 
tion to individual area reports, summary bulletins have 
been published annually since 1952 (see p. 26), and 
1961 have presented estimates representing all Standard 
Metropolitan Statistical Areas in the United States. In 
addition to all-industry occupational averages and distri- 
butions, data are provided wherever possible for the six 
maior divisions studied: Manufacturing; transportation, 

communication, and other public utilities; wholesale trade; 
retail trade; finance, insurance, and real estate; and 
services. 

A majority of the survey reports also provide 
summaries of work schedules and supplementary bene- 
fits. Specific benefits studied varied somewhat from year 

to year, but generally included information on shift 
ferentials; minimum entrance 

workers; scheduled weekly hours; paid holidays, paid va- 
cations; paid sick leave; and health, insurance, and pen- 
sion plans. *
